For the Fortivth Congress,
Tue action of the conventions which met
In the varfous Coneressional distriets of our
city yesterday is one which will be ratified
by the people at the polls in Ogtober next,

In the First District, the selection of Joseph
R, Lyndall is a deserved compliment to a
gentleman universally respected. Although
it 18 bardly probable that Mr. Lyndall will ba
able to overcome the vast Democratic majo-
rity in his distriet, yet the vote given him
will be such & one as will serve as a deseryed
compliment to a patriotic and public-gpiritod
citizen.

In the B8Second District Hon. Charles
O’Neill was renominated without opposition,
and will be returned as a member of the
TFortieth Congress. Mr. O'Nelll’'s course has
been plain, outspoken, and stralghtforward ;
he has never dodged a vote, and his record is
a clear one. His constituents gave him a
maerited testimoninl when they onve more
chose him as the man to represent their
interests in the lower House,

Mr, Myers, in the Third District, is cnce
more in the field, and of him may be said what
we have remarked of Mr. O'Neill, He is open
and consclentious, a thorough radical, and
well understands the feelings of he people
who honor him with their seat in Congress,

Of course Judge EKelley was renominated
in the Fourth Diatrict. The Judge is the
property of the nation, and not of the peculiar
district in which he resides. He has made
himself a repatation, which extends over the
whole country, for fearless Lonesty, high
patriotism, and burning eloquence, He is at
once a representative and a sonrce of pride to
our city, and 8 one who has done more gooil
for the cause of freedom and human advance-
ment than almost any one in our land. Tlis
return may bo considercd certain, as his ab-
sence from his accustomed seat would leave
a void whi h no one could fill. ITis constitu-
enta appreciate that fact, and intend to sead
him buck.

With such standard bearers we mus! tri-
wnph, and by returning to their sea s our old
members, show that the eity of Philadelphia
approves of their course, and will stand by
them so long as they stand on the basis of
justice and national safety.

The Tine Issues in Our Present Political
Contest.

'TaE clear statemeat ol a case 1s often its bost
argument. More than balf the disputes
among men ar: due to a misunderstandiag
of each others’ positions, Espeeially is this
true of political discuss.ons, in which the real
issues are generally covered up by athousand
false ones, and denunciation and sophistry
usurp the functions of candor and sound
reasoning.

Applying these observations to the ease in
hand, let us inquire—What are the real issuss
involved in our present political contest?
Wo sball best answor this by first discarding
some o the false ones,

If wo may assume the plan of reconstruc-
tion adopted by both branches of Congress as
constituting the plaiform of the Union Re-
publican pary, and the resolutions and ad-
dress of the Iate Convention in this city as
constituting that of the combined Opposition
weo ehall find, upon carefully inspecting each,
that they differ essentially only upon a fow
vital points. Each recognizes the overthrow
ol slavery, the sacredness of the national debt,
the heresy of secession, and the duty of guar-
anteeing the rights of person and property to
the freedmen.  Euch also recognizes the right
of imposing some conditions upon States that
have been in rebelhon before they shall be
allowed to resume power in the Union. The
Congressional plan does this by proposing
coriain conditions yet to be complied wich;
the Oppoeition does it by endorsing the im-
posing of cortain eonditions that have already
been complied with,

Nor is there any real dispute as to the right
of States in the Union to be represented in
Congress. Each concedes it. The point, and
the only vital point, ot d!fference between the
two parties Is a8 to what conditions shall be
imposed upon the States lately in rebellion
betore their admission to & full sianding in
the Union.

The Opposition contends that the conditions
already imposed by the President, such as the
Constitutional amendment aholishing slavery,
the repudiation of the Rebel debt in some
cases, and the repeal of the ordinances of
secession, are sufficient. The Unlon Repub-
licans coniend that certaln other conditions
shall be compl'ed with, It is worthy of atten-
tion here that the reconstruction plan of each
party involves the adoption of amendments

to the Constitution a8 a condition of restora-
tion, The Opposition endorses the amendment
abollshing slavery, and 15 content to rest
there, while the Unlon Republieans propose
an additional amendment

The fulse issue being thus cleared away,

we find the true question to be simply this ;—

shall any additional conditions be imposed
upon the States lutely in rebellion before thelr
complete restoration to power In the Union ?

The Opposition says ¥ No;” the Union Repub-

licans say “ Yes.”

To complete our survey, we have simply to
Inquire what fartber conditions of restora-
tion do the Republicans propose as proper
and just. They may be reduced to two:—
Firet, the equalization of representation as
one of the consequences of the overthrow of
slavery; and, secondly, the perpstual excla-
s'on from officlal position, State or national,
of “all persons who, having previonsly taken
an oath, a8 & member of Congress or as an
officer of the United States, or ns s member
of any State Legls ature, or as an executive
or judicial officer of any  tate, to support
the Constitution of the United States, ahall
bhave engased In insurrection or rebailion
agaivst the same, or given ald or comfort to
the enemies thereof.” “I'hiz second condition
may, by 2 vote of two-thirds of ench House,
be removed,

As to the first of these conditions, It fs suf-
ficient 1o remark that it provides for doing
away with the three-fifths representation of
the old system. The specific proposition is,
that whin in any State the neht of voting is
denied, or in any way abridged, to any of the
mule inbabitants of such Ntate, except for
rebellion or other crime, its basis of Congres-
sional representation shall be diminished in
the proportion that such distranchised eiti-
zens bear to the whole number of male
citizens twenty-one years of age in the State.
The simple long and short of it is to exclade
the black population of toe country from the
basms of Congressional representation, exeept
where they are admit'ed to the enjoyment of
the elective Iranchise,

The second condition s'mply provides for
the exclusion Irom ofice of those leaders in
the Debellion who, in entering upon that
crime, violated their solemn oaths to support
the Constitution of the United States,

‘I'he whole issue, therefore, s finally nar-
rowed down to this—Whother these two con-
ditions of restoration, proposed by the Union
Republican party, are just and proper to ba

imposed ; or whether, as in the view ot the
Opposition. those that have already been im-
posed, and complied with, ought to be
deemed sufficient ?

“The Weak Inventions of the Encemy.”
Turre exuts in our community a class of
operators who, although repudiated by both
of the greal political organizations of the day,
continue to ply therr neiarions traffic. We
refer to speculators, who ave seeking by every
means in their power to impair the popular
conflience in the Government, in order that
by the fall ot securities they may be enabled
to enrich themselves, It is useless to Jiszuise
the fact that such a cluss thrives on the
profit of this worse than robbery, We ecall
attention to them, in order that whatever
move may be made in the future iray be as
easily detected as those of the past, and by
recalling their recent eflorts, we will see the
line in which they operate,

We yesterday referrea to a elrcular which
tended to ruin our crcdit abroad. This is
but one of the many devices resorted to within

the past few mouths to bring discredit on the
Treasury Department. ‘The delay of a fow
days In publishing the weekly condition of
the debt was attributed to fraudulent causes,
and we bave glowing pictures drawn of ab-
sconding Secretaries,and myster'ously thissing
confldentinl clerks. But the appearance of the
tabular record and the more than satisfactory
conditionof the debt exhibited by it, silenced
all attempts at injury in tha. ditection, and
eflectually clocfd the murmuring of those
who, under the disguise ol honest anxiety,
were seeking to injure the nation.

Again was the attempt made by saying that
the account had been tampered with, and
that the real sum in the vaults was different
from that stated. An explicit report of a
Congressional investirating committee piaced
that slander among (he things that were,

Seeretary McCulloch was next assailed, and
words attributed to him which he never ut-
tered. Prominent among them was the de-
claration in regard to the redemption of the
Five-twenties. The high character of the
Secretary, his acknowledged and approved
financial ability, his long experience, his wis-
dom, discrction, and unimpeachable veracity,
have refuted that charge, even were no other
evidence at hand. 1t also has gone to rest
among the detected calumnies to injure the
credit of the Government.

Mot content with this signal rebuke in
their attewpts to injure the Secretary, they
have turned upon lus asslstant, Hon, W, E.
Chandler, and have assailed his character,
This is but another attempt to depreciate
United States bonds for speculative purposes.
Mr. Chandler's past record Is upen to all the
world, and he may well pride himself upoa
its purity. When yet a private citizen he was
deputed by Seeretary Willes to investigate
the Navy Yard feauds in th's city, and most
thoroughly he exposed all corruntion, and
placed the guilty partics before the public,
As s00n as the office o' Solicitor of the Navy
Department was created, he was appointed
to the position;: and when the rumors
of other frauds in the South became
prevalent, he was made Assistant Secretary
of the Treasury, snd dvputed to once more
ferret out attempts 0 detraud the Govern-
ment, By his prompt act’'on he saved the
nation millions of dollars, and proved himself
a most faithful officer and able man, He is
intimately acquainted with all the details of
the Treasury, aod s eminently qualified to fill

the post he holds. Attacks on him, as on M.

enemy, and can do no harm,

What Wonld Have Been Mr. Lincoln%s
Policy?

Tur question as to what would have been
the policy of the late Prosident, had he not
fallen, hoe been argued by both radicals and
oconservatives, with no definite resalt. The
following letter, written by him to Genoral
Wadsworth, Republican candidate for Gover-
nor of New York, and which we published
before Mr, Lincoln's death, and never denied
by him, reflects what were his views in the
future, and how he would have acted :=—

“Youn déstre to kuow, in the eventof our com-
plete success in he field the same being 1)l
lowed by u loyal and cheerfo] submission on the
part of the Souih. if universal amnesiy shoull
not he accompanied with univers.l snflfrage.

“Now, since you know my private inclinat ons
a# to what terms should be granted to the South
in the cont ngency montioned, [ will here asd,
that ot our snceea- should thus be realized, fol-
lowed by such deaped pesats, Teanuol soe, of
UNIDOTEQ!

" “How to tetter the condition of the colored
race has long been n *tudy which has attracted
my cerious and careful atiention; heace [ think
I am clear and decided ns to what conrse I ahall
pursue in the prem ses, regirdiag it a relizgious
duty, a¢ the netion's enardiau of these prople
who bave =0 heroteally vindioated their man
hood on the battle fleld, where, in assisting to
snve the lile of the Republhie, they have dewon-
strated m blood their rgght to toe bullot, whicn
s but the hunsve protection of the flag they
have 80 (earleasly defended.”
